Well. the corn has been harvested, so I stretched out about 300 feet of wire approximately due 
north, hoping for some possible northern path TA’s.

(there’s probably a quarter mile of room in that direction, for future extension, and lots of possible 
angles), and the results were better. I finished the work around sunset, went into the house and imme- 
diately found Morocco on 207, which has been in all evening. This is encouraging, although I'll feel 
better when I start getting them on medium wave, too! 

By the time you read this I’ll be in Newfoundland for my third visit to the DX Inn at Cappahayden. 
This means that there will not be an IDXD column in the next edition of DX News. Maybe Paul will 
run an “encore” IDXD from the past in its place? (You so funny, Jim! -pls)
